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BLACKS ARMING 
IN WILMINGTON 


Clash Between the Races Oc- 
cured Last Night 


Hundred Shots Exchanged and Two 
Negroes Wounded—The Negroes 
Say They Will Not Stand 
the Abuse Being 
Heaped on Them. 


, 

Wilmington, Del., June 2.—A_ riot 
broke out in the streets late tonight be- 
tween whites and negroes, and for a time 
assumed serious proportions. The ar- 
rival of a squad of police, however, 
quickly dispersed the participants. Two 
arrests were made. A large gang of ne- 
xroes which had been marching up and 
down Ninth street were challenged by 
about twenty-five white men, and in the 
battle that followed a hundred shots were 
exchanged. 

A squad of policemen under Captain 
Evand and Sergeant McDermott charged 
on the mob. The negroes and whites fied, 
but the policé captured two negroes, 
Leander Moore and Joseph Shockley. 

The policemen used their clubs freely, 
and in the melee attendant on the arrests 
McDermott. and Patrolman Green _ re- 
ceived slight wounds. One negro, James 
Mercer, was shot in the head during the 
riot, but his wound is not believed to be 
serious. 

In a brawl! in another part of the city 
William Cramer, a negro, was shot in 
the stomach by a white man. He was 
taken to a hospital in a serious con- 
dition. 

The leaders of the party of negroes 
who were marching in Ninth street to- 
night declared that they intended’to re- 
sent the attacks made on members of 
their race last night. They say they 
have been abused, and that they do not 
intend quietly to submit ta such abuse. 
They say they have no sympathy sh 
White, .the negro lynched,

Buicide Theory Generally Believed. 
Body ‘Was Terribly Mangled 
and Only Recognized by 
Name on Handkerchief. 


Coates Popular. 


Brunswick, Ga., June 2%.—(Special.)— 
George W. Coates, one of Brunswick's 
best known and prominent citizens, was 
“found dead in the woods a few miles 
from the city at an early hour this 
‘morning with his head entirely blown 
from the body. 

“Mr. Coates was found by a white work- 
man in the neighborhood, who at once 
reported the case to the coroner. The 
man did not stop to see whether the 
body was that of a white man or a ne- 
gro. 

The coroner at once summoned a jury 
and went to the scene of the awful trag- 
edy. Upon arriving the jurymen quickly 
discovered, by finding a handkerchief 
near by, that it was Mr. Coates. His 
body was badly decomposed, the deed 
having been committed Monday night. 

If Mr. Coates took his own life, and 
it is generally thought that he did, he 
certainly introduced a new method of 
suiciding by blowing himself to pieces 
with dynamite. 

Mr. Coates left his home Monday ap- 
parently for a few days’ trip somewhere. 
He was seen by several citizens Monday 
afternoon, but since that time no one 
has reported seeing him. 

Monday night shortly after 9 o'clock a 
terrific explosion was heard in the neigh- 
borhood of where the body was found 
today.

He was a 
prominent club man and a member of the 
Masons. 

The funeral occurred this afternoon. 
Besides a wife Mr. Coates leaves two 
children to mourn his loss. The affair 
Has caused generdl sorrow over the city.

It Is Generally Agreed That the 
Man Must Come from That Sec- 
tion—Some of the Men 
Who Are Men- 
tioned. 


Washington, June 2.—(Special.)—Hot 
weather talk at the national capital these 
days frequently turns upon the repub- 
lican vice presidential nomination for 
next year. The speculation as to who 
will be selected for Président Roosevelt’s 
running mate in 1904 has taken a wide 
range, and there are few states in the 
west—for it is pretty generally agreed 
that the man must come from that sec- 
tion—which have not at one time or an- 
other come to the front with a candi- 
date. 

Persistent rumor connected the name 
of Senator Hanna with ‘this office until 
the senator got tired of these reports 
and came. out the other day in a defi- 
nite and emphatig denial that he was a 
candidate or would be one for any other 
Office than the one he now holds. In- 
deed, the senator felt that this constant 
linking of his name with that of Mr. 
Roosevelt to head the party ticket in 
1904 savored somewhat of a “put up’ 
job, and he indicated to his friends that 
he wanted such talk stopped now and 
for good. The fact that only a few 
months ago his name was prominently 
mentioned as the party's candidate for 
first place on the ticket in opposition to 
Roosevelt and his public denial of his 
desire for the nomination made him feel 
that the recent talk of his taking second 
place on the ticket was ‘‘rubbing it in.’”’ 
In talking with the senator some of his 
friends made the point that President 
Roosevelt did not seek the vice presiden- 
tial nomination at Philadelphia, but that 
it was forced on him much to his dislike 
at the time. The senator's reply was: 

‘Well, it’s a fatal mistake to think 
they can force me into such a job.” 

Talk of Taft. 

Another Oltioan who is frequently men- 
tloned as President Roosevelt's running 
mate is Governor Taft. The persistency 
of his vice presidential boom is probably 
due to the fact that the governor is too 
far away to deny the reports except by 
cable, and this would be an expensive 
method. It is interesting, however, to 
learn that President Roosevelt, while not 
committing himself to any candidate for 
the place, has not discouraged this talk 
of Governor Taft, and the belief is gain- 
ing ground here that ‘Roosevelt and 
Taft’? would be a ticket to his liking. 
In the first place, the president has more 
than once given public expression to the 
admiration he feels for the governor. 
When it became known that Associate 
Justice Shiras had decided to retire last 
winter his seat was offered to Governor 
Taft, who declined it On the ground that 


Lhe did. not. feel, he could with justice 


give up his work in the, Philippines yet. 
The place was then offered to vudge Day. 
whom President McKinley had promised 
an appointment on the supreme bench, 
and promptly accepted. President Roose- 
velt was considerably impressed, how- 
ever, by the patriotism displayed by 
Governor Taft and it has been generally 
understood that he has him in mind 
for high reward when his work in the 
Philippines will permit him to return to 
the states. Then, too, the president 
knows that when Governor Taft returns 
home he will prove one of the strongest 
and best known men in the republican 
party. Indeed, had the governor come 
back last spring he might have been in 
line for the presidential nomination next 
year, but as Mr. Roosevelt seemed to be 
a certainty for this position since his 
return from the west, he probably. has 
little fear of exploiting Governor Taft, 
and should he favor him as his running 
mate it would be because of the strength 
the governor would add to the ticket 
rather than the danger he might prove 
to be off of it. Friends of the governor, 
however, are not so keen on the scheme, 
because they are looking into the fu- 
ture, even as far ahead as 1908, when 
they hope to raise the cry of *‘ Bill Taft 
for president!” Senator Hanna, it is un- 
derstood, though not for the same rea- 
son, is not a over Goyernor 
é or vice president. 

pearaliooe Fi Myron T. Herrick is a third 
man from Ohio whose name has been 
frequently mentioned of late as a man 
likely to prove agreeable to the president 
and the party as second man on the 
ticket. But like his good friend, Senator 
Hanna, Senator Herrick declares with 
emphasis that he does not want the job. 
His aspiration is to be governor of Ohio, 
not vice president of the United States. 
Admires Bristow. 


ut the hottest weather talk has de- 
eiaaoi a little poom for Fourth Asgsis- 
tant Postmaster General Bristow for vice 
president. When police commissioner of 
New York, Mr. Roosevelt became famous 
as a night sleuth. Mr. Bristow has been 
the sleuth in the *postofftice investigation, 
and it is said that the president admires 
him immensely for his clever detective 
work. However, if, as seems quite likely, 
the postoffice scandals are to become an 
issue in the next campaign, it is pointed 
out that the placing of Mr. Bristow_on the 
ticket with Presigent Roosevelt would 
prove an .all sufficient antidote for the 
charges of corruption which the demo- 
crats may be depended ypon to bring 
forward. A third point in Mr. Bristow’'s 
favar is that he hails from Karisas. 
Kansas may prove an unimportant state 
three years. out of four, but she looms 
to the front the fourth year with a 
tremendous “veteran vote,”’ which no can- 
didate for the: presidency can afford to 
ignore. The selection of Mr. Bristow for 
his running mate would make Mr. Roose- 
velt strong with the Kansans, and {his

He Compliments Captain Hemphill 
on Condition of the Battle Ship 
and Jollies the Blue Jack- 
ets—Emperor Inspects 
Kearsarge. 


Kiel, Prussia, June %.—“I shall tele- 
graph to the president today, sirs, tell- 
ing him in what perfect condition I have 
found your ship,” said Emperor Wil- 
liam in parting with Rear Admiral Cot- 
ton and Captain Hemphfii, on board the 
American flag ship Kearsarge today af- 
ter he had spent an hour and a half look- 
ing over the battle ship as thoroughly as 
any naval inspector could have done, 
working the turrets, examining the quar- 
ters of the men, lookitig at the food in 
the galley and talking familiarly with 
some of the able seamen. 

The emperor came alongside the star- 
board quarter of the Kearsarge, steering 
his own barge, attended by Captain von 
Grumme, while up the gangway came 
Admiral von Tirpitz and the chief of the 
imperial naval. cabinet. General von 
Plessen and. Count von Eulenburg, Ad- 
miral Cotton and his staff, Captain 
Hemphill, all the other American com- 
manders and all the officers of the ship 
except the midshipmen, who were at 
quarters, received the emperor on the 
quarterdeck. 

“IT am happy to. welcome your majesty 
on an American ship,” said Admiral 
Cotton, ‘“‘and I wish I were receiving you 
on American soil.’’ 

“I am very happy to be here,”’ the em- 
Peror replied. 

He then shook hands with all the cap- 
tains whom he met yesterday, calling 
them by name, and with all the juniors 
who were presented in turn. 


Kaiser to President. 


“Now, captain,” the emperor said to 
—— Hemphill, “I want to see your 
ship.’’ 

Captain Hemphill thereupon led the 
way with the emperor, Admiral Cotton 
following with Secretary von Tirpitz, the 
other American captains accompanying 
the members of his majesty’s suite. 

Emperor William entered the doyuple 
turrets and scrutinized the mechanism. 
Lieutenant Mustin, of ‘the Kearsarge, 
showed the emperor the speed with 
which the turret could be turne@. 

“What is the real value of these tur- 
rets?” asked the emperor, turning to 
Captain Hemphill, , 

‘That could only be known in war, 
sir,’’ replied“the captain. 

Captain Hemphill’s ready and lucid ex- 
planations catised his majesty to say 
later, to an American visitor on the 
Hohenzollern, that the “captain. was. a 
man wlio knew his. jusiness.”’ ' 

In ealling the attention of one of the 
members of his suite to Captain Hemp- 
hill’s service on the Monitor, when she 
first went into action and to some fierce 
nayal combats of the civil war, the em- 
peror added: 

“These men are gods to us.” 

While the emperor was inspecting the 
men’s quarters he cOnversed with several 
of the blue jackets and jokingly asked 
one old hand how long he had been in 
the service. 

The sailor replied: 

“Twenty-four years.” 

“That is long enough to be an admiral,” 
said the emperor. 


A Chair for Emperors. 


When his majesty’s inspection of the. 


Kearsarge was finished the party went 
to the admiral’s cabjn and the emperor, 
seeing a large rocking chair, exclaimed: 

“What is this for?’’ 

‘For emperors,” replied Admiral Cot- 
ton. 

“Then I will take it,’’. replied Emperor 
William. 

Some bottles of champagne were then 
opened. 

After a quarter of an hour’s general 
talk the emperor left the battle ship and 
Admiral Cotton assembled the _ entire 
ship’s company and called for ‘Three 
cheers for his majesty, the emperor!” 

The seven hundred officers and men 
on the Kearsarge thereupon gave three 
hearty eheers for Emperor William. 

The emperor gave a dinner on the Hoa- 
henzollern to Admiral Cotton, the Amer- 
ican captains, Ambassador’ Tower, United 
States Naval Attache Potts and all the 
other members of the United States em- 
bassy staff, Prince Henry of Prussia, the 
German admirals and the other mem- 
bers of the imperial party and Chan- 
cellor von ‘Buelow. 


Kaiser Inspects Kearsarge. 


Washington, June 25.—President Roose- 
velt today received the following cable- 
gram from Emperor William: 


“Kiel, June 25.—President of the United 
States of America, Washington: On my 
arrival at Kiel I was saluted by a fine 
American squadron and had the pleasure 
of receiving Admiral Cotton and his cap- 
tains. It was a very happy and kind 
inspiration on your part to send the 
squadron to Kiel for the week, and 
thanks to this fact I was able to inspect 
the magnificent flag ship Kearsarge to- 
day, when I was able to compliment the 
captain on the exceptionally good state 
of efficiency and neatness of the ship 
and the fine appearance of his gallant 
crew.

University of the South by Uni- 
versity of Georgia Profes- 
sor Was Received

Dr. White spoke of “The Spiritualiza- 
tion of-Modern Bnergies.” He was ac- 
corded an enthusiastic hearing and was 
given an ovation at the close of the ad- 
om Dr. White spoke in part as fol- 
ows: 

Uniess' the discernment of many keen 


the civilized nations of the earth are 
approaching, if, indeed, they have not 
already reached, a. period:in their com- 
mon history when the mood of the world 
spirit is Ao undergo one of those recur- 
rent cHanges which have marked the 
course of.its influence upon the steady 
progress of the human race through all 
the centuries of human strivings toward 
higher idea of human living. That pe- 
riod of time which, by reason of the 
marvels wrought within it, has been 
called the “wonderful century” has 
drawn gloriously to its close. The sum 
of its achievements is known; they may 
be tabulated and classified and their 
value as factors in human progress cor- 
rectly estimated. It was a period of rest- 
less activity in acquisition in every de- 
partment of human endeavor. The ma- 
terial wealth amassed incomparably sur- 
passes in the aggregate the sum of sim- 
ilar possessions held by man in any pre- 
vious period of his history. The exten- 
sion of the. dominion of civilized man 
Over al] habitable portions of the globe 
is practically complete. Inventions, ap- 
pliances, processes innumerable have 
been wrought by busy hands and stand 
as surety for the continuedmaterial well- 
being of mankind for many generations 
yet to come. The mighty energies which 
animate the universe about us have been 
brought within, not only our knowledge, 
but our understanding. Verily, we have 
“fetched the lightning down and called 
On thunder like an emperor.”” We have 
latterly exploited the intangible and 
evoked from the silent deeps of nature’s 
mighty store house manifestations and 
forms of energy previously unknown, un- 
dreamed of, unsuspected. We have 
delved among the crypts and mounds of 
dead and buried civilizations which 
marked the furthest progress of all the 
races of men who have gone before. It 
has been a marvelous period of inquisi- 
tiveness and research. Perhaps the 
crowning glory of the century. has been 
the establishment among men of the rec- 
ognition of personal liberty as a -human 
right. The inquisitiveness of the times 
has not refrained from venturing upon 
fields sacred. to the dearest- possessions 
and the foundations of religious beliefs 
have been put to the scrutiny and query 
of purely intellectual. research. In all 
‘this wealth of possession and knowl- 
edge we glory and rightly glory. They 
surely do not move to pessimism; they 
should not move to discontent. But the 
signs are unmistakable that men have 
not forgot the tutelage of all the ages 
that riches and knowledge in themselves 
are nothing more than agencies in prog- 
ress toward happiness and wisdom. The 
eye of the needlg has grown no larger 
in the gates of Jerusalem, though the 
mighty express train of the railway has 
replaced the camel of the caraven, and 
admission to the kingdom of heaven is 
no less difficult of purchase, though the 
wealth of our modern rich surpasses in- 
finitely that of the merchant princes of 
the ancient holy city. 

The teaching most clear of current 
world. activities is this: Humanity today 
is overburdened with mere pvssessions. 
The stupendous acumulation of material 
wealth contains within itself no corre- 
sponding measure of content or happiness. 
Our other possessions are in. much the 
Same estate, The music of the molecule 
awaits a Newton to make it manifest as 
that other Newton made the “music of 
the spheres.’” Not yet have crimes ceased 
to be committed in the name of liberty. 
The results of research concerning the 
foundations of religious faith are scgarce- 
ly worth the labor of their acquisition 
if they serve no better purpose than as 
superstructure for tjresome controversies 
of Babel and Bible, the disputes of a 
higher criticism or the placid vagaries of 
Christian Science, It requires neither the 
scholar nor the academigian to make evi- 
dent that the life is more than meat and 
the body more than raiment. Most in- 
dividual men have aspirations toward a 
high and spiritual life. And so of man- 
kind. The striving towards higher living 
is intuitive and it ig the quickening of the 


the progress of the world. In these quick- 
enings there is abge:ved a *“periodicity’”’ 
of recurrence. Unless the Philosophical 
discernment of human tendencies is at 
fault the characteristic motive of our 
tweytieth century endeavors will be the 
Spiritualization of the possessions be- 
queathed to us by the nineteenth. The 
world awaits the masters who are to dis- 
cern the true spiritual value and give 
enduring spiritual energy to the world’s 
vast accumulations of materia} and in- 
tellectual possessions. The power is not 
given to any man to forecast in detail 
of rule and precept how the spiritual- 
ization of the modern world shall be ac- 
complished, But some features of it ma 
be safely assumed. The Periodicity in 
recurrence of the mood of the world spir- 
it is not that of the pendulum’e swing 
The spiritualizatiog of present world ac- 
tivities may not be effected through 
abandonment or by refusal of participa- 
The reformer must be neith- 
er a pessimist nor an icgnoclast: neither 
hermit nor fanatic: he mugt be a man of 
affairs; a Man among men; a partgker 
and a leader in the world’s activities. The 
Scholar must not be a recluse or A man 
apart. ng may come, per- 
ecution of letters; 
of science: through 
abor insany field of 
will surely come 
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and thoughtful observers is much at fault ;

Béigrade, June %.—The . second day 
epen{t by Peter Karageorgeovitch in the 
Servian, capital-was marked by his forma! 
accéfsion to the throne. The new king 
toon: the oath of office and later in the 
day reviewed the troops, a large part of 
the Servian cermy having been’ dftawn to 
Béigrade for the review. As on yester- 
@y, the city was in holiday attire and 
the faeenge of the monarch through the 
gtreets Was eagerly watched for by large 
crowds. 

King Peter rose early, but did not leave 
hig apartmenis until informed that the 
s@nate and skupshtina had assembled in 
jOint session, and after completing ce-- 
tdin formaliues, were awaiting his ap- 
péarance to take the oath of office. 

It was remarked on all sides that the 
king seemed hourly to assume a mote 
cOmmanding attitude and that he gains @ 
firnier grasp cn affairs. 


Marked by Solemnity. 
_ ‘The proceedings today were marked by 

s@lemnity. fhe old parliament building, a 
bare, barniike structure, with flimsy deco- 
rations, was crowded with srepresenta- 
tives, officiaix, clergy and civilian spe.- 
tators, who loudly cried “Long live the 
king’ as he appeared. The king glanced 
sharply, almos: sternly, at the deputies, 
some of whem were in peasants’ garb, 
whi'e others were dressed in the height 
of western fashion. 

Taking a seat in front of the throne. 
ovet which his own portrait hung, ihe 
king waited with calm assurance for the 
céremony io begin. : 

Lighted candies had been placed on a 
table in front of the king, on which also 
résted a frichi* bound Bible, the text of 
the oath, on éngrossed parchment, and 
the metropolitan’s jeweled cross. 

King (Peter. stood erect while the 
metropo.ita; preceeded with the religious 
céremony, tlhe responses to which, were 
chanted by the presbyters. When the 
prayers were ended the king Kissed the 
Bible and then took the oath. When he 
nad finished nis majesty advanced amid 
the profoutid silence of the assemblage 
ahd sigricd his name to the document. A 
frenzy of cheers followed. The king 
again kissed the Bible and the cross 
proffered by the metropolitan, and, with- 
owt the slightest relaxation of the stefn 
lines of his face, turned quickly on his 
heel and walked out to his carriage, amid 
saivos of cheers, which also greeted him 
a& he passed through the streets to the 
parade gfounds, where the, troops were 
awaiting. 

On the pérage ground, which is situated 
3 miles from Belgrade, four regiments of 
infantry, two regiments of cavalry, four 
fiéld batteries of artillery and one horse 
battery were drawn up befora a large 
cfowd of people. A pretty pavilion was 
filled with the ministers and their faini- 
liés. Both the Russian and Austrian mili- 
tary attaches were present. 


Peter on Alexander’s Horse. 


Kirg Peter, wearing a general's uniform 
and mounted on a white. horse, formerly 
ridden by the late King Alexander, and 
surrounded by a brightly uniformed staff, 
téok up a position in front of the pavilion, 
while the troops marched past. They 
‘were a fine body of men, but their equip- 
ment was not practical. 

King Peter, after the march past, Tfode 
cff followed by shouts of “Long live King 
Peter.”’ He returned direct to the palace, 
cheered everywhere along the route. 

During the day the king had sevéral 
eénierences with the ministers and &a@ 
réyal proclamation was issued and was 
‘well received. It Wag announced that the 
appsintment of the ministers had been 
cénuirmed and that the provisional cabi- 
nét will be retained. 

It is believed that the question of the 
punishment of the assassins of King 
Alexander and Queen Draga will be al- 
lowea to lapse. It was remarked today 
that Colonel Maschin, minister of publie 
works who took a leading part in the as- 
satsinations, kept in the background dur- 
ing the ceremony at the parliament build- 
ing. 

A considerable number of the poorer 
classes of the people have placed candles 
on the tombs of King Alexander and 
Wueen Draga. 


TEXAS IS SWEPT BY STORM. 


Considerable Damage in Northern 
Part of State. 


Dallas, Tex., June 25.—Specials from 
nerth counties tell of considerable dam- 
age done by last night’s wind and rain- 
storm. Several places the storm amount- 
ed to almost a burricane. 

The greatest damage seems to have 
been done in Kaufman county, where the 

'tfees and outbuildings were torn down 
ahd part of the roof of the insane asy- 
lum at Terrell was demolished.

Birmingham, Ala., June %-—United 
States Commissioner Wilson today fixed 
the bend of C. H, Winter, who ts charged 
with keeping Netlie Fields, a negro girl, in 
involuntary - servitude near. Brogkside, 
Ala., at $2.000, for his appearance before 
the federal grand iury at its next term. 
In this casé the’ complaining witness 
swore that she was kept in a railroad 
construction camp against her will and 
had to submit to living with negro men. 

Pace Will Appeal Case. 

Montgomery, Ala., June 25.—(Special.)— 
Since the indictment of J. W. Pace there 
have been no developments except the 
fact that most of the testimony has not 
been published. 

It is said that J. W. Pace, the man 
who pleaded guilty to eleven indictments 
yesterday, was the. principal defendant 
charged with peonage or slavery. It is 
said that Pace was the most cruel of the 
defendants. 

The principal case against Pace was 


.that of a gpesro who was convicted of 


obtaining money- under false pretenses. 
It is said that this negro borrowed some 
money from a constable for two or three 
days. At the end of this time he fajled 
to pay back the money. He was tried, 
and convicted of obtaining money ynder 
false pretenses. It is said J. F. Franklin 
paid his fine with the ynderstanding that 
hé was to sign:a contract for_Lhe year to 
work for Franklin. He signed the con- 
tract. Frankliti s01a this negro to J. W. 
Pace for one year for $70 ag fhe end of 
his time. Pace sold him to a man named 
Hardy for $8 to work through the year 
1906. He was found by the United States 
secret service men when they Were in- 
vestigating the peonage cases and re- 
leased, This is gne of the many Cases 
that’ have been brought before the Unit- 
ed States district attorney. 

Pace is now at hig home, but it is said 
that he is goink& to fight the cases against 
him with the best attorneys ef the ggun- 
try. : '

The Constitution, after vainly argu- 
ing’ with its northern conteniporaries 
for many years.that human nature in 
their territories is much akin to that 
in our section, was naturally curious 
to see how, when their turn came, they 
would deal with the lynching evil. 
But we are not satisfied with the 
showing. It is far short of the hys- 
terics and heroics played off on us 
when lynchings have happened in 
Georgia and the south. We want, and 
have the right to demand, that the 
northern press and the people of Del- 
aware give us that long-awaited object 
lesson of “how to cure the lynching 
habit!” 

They know how to do it, because 
they have been telling us for twenty 
years how unnecessary, barbarous and 
peculiarly southern is the practice of 
lynching raping and - murdering negro 
brutes. Now that the crime with its 
horrors has come home to them and 
their people—among whom there is no 
“lower class” and no “negro-hating 
white trash”—have acted in Illinois 
and in Delaware quite as some south- 
ern people have done, we call upon 
them to produce their remedy for the 
crime itself anc their sure preventive 
of the rage of the mob that ends in 
lynching! 

At the time of the lynching of Sam 
Hose at Newnan, in this state, it was 
published that the railway company 
sent out a special excursion train to 
carry curious people to see the burn- 
ing of. a human being by @ mob! The 
horror over that alleged incident of 
years ago has hardly abated in the 
north and Sam Hose reappears in 
the’r editorials to this day. Yet The 
New York Herald reports that in Wil 
mington the trolley lines ran “special 
cars” to carry people to the bonfire in 
which White was being roasted, that 
the roadway was lined with the car- 
riages of “respectable citizens” eager 
to be in at the death, and that “one 
pretty young girl was brought up to 
the fire while White was giving his 
last gasp and looked on until she be- 
came sickened and turned away!” 

What more? Why, across the full 
page of The Herald’s account runs a@ 
black-letter line that reads: “Public 
Sentiment in Delaware Seems to Ap- 
prove Lynching!” : 

The Constitution has always de- 
nounced lynching, has stood for legal . 
procedure, and supported the govern 
ors in sending state troops anywhere 
in the state. to prevent the lawless ven- 
geance of mobs. A sheriff at Birming- 
ham killed a score of people a few 
years ago to prevent a lynching, and 
a Georgia sheriff who bloodily saved 
his prisoner from a mob has just been 
given a place of trust at the federal 


‘prison in this city. 


But what we want now is a demon- 
stration of all that has been alleged 
in the past, towit: That the north is 
better cultured, more law-abiding and 
morally incapable of the lynching 
crime that has been so assiduously 
erected into “a peculiarly southern in- 
stitution” by the press of the north. 
It is up to the critics now to explain 
differences and exemplify “that‘ better 
way!”

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CCOMPANIED by a letter signed 

“Mrs. Georgia Anderson, 310 Me- 

Donough street, Savannah, Ga.,” a 
rather remarkable petition reached the’ 
legisidture yesterday. It was a request 
from a so-called colony of negroes in 
Savannah that the legislature appropriate 
$2,000 to enable them to sail for Africa 
next September. 

Georgia Anderson, it would seem, is a 
missionary who has been working up 
the emigration scheme, and her letter 
States that she has 300 persons who are 
anxious to go back to Africa with her, 
but who are not able to pay their full 
expenses, That is why they want $2,000 


from the state. 

With the letter and petition came a 
circular which paints in glowing colors 
the scheme for colonizing the negroes in 
the land of their fathers, where, it is set 
forth, milk and honey await them and 
their children will have a chance. There 
have been many of these African coloni- 
zation schemes, but so far none of them 
has ever worked out successfully. In a 
number of instances shiploads of 
southern darkeys have sailed from Sa- 
vannah, but always sad stories came 
floating back. 

Speaker Morris received the petition 
yesterday and handeg it to Clerk John T. 
Boifeulllet, who, in his customary. sten- 
torlan tones, read it, as follows:

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The McMichael Bill Indorsed—Ooun- 
ty School Commissioners Should 
Devote More Time to Their 


Work—Higher Insti- 
tions Prosperous. 


The report of State School Commis- 
*ion«r Merritt, filed with the governor 
vesterday, sets forth many interesting 
facts concerning the conditions of the 
schools of: Georgia, the progress made 
ané@ the interest manifested in all mat- 
tera pertaining to education and educa- 


tional progress. 

The commissioner’ss report deals par- 
ticularly with the awakening of a gen- 
eral interest in education in the state of 
Georgia. This exhibits itself in a demand 
for a practical, life-giving education, and 
in an interest in various educational con- 
lests and exhtbits of school work, in edu- 
cational rallies, in donations to schools, 
in contributions to newspapers and in in- 
creased attendance upon the common 
schorvis and institutions for higher edu- 
caticnal adventages. Help from the gen- 
eral educational board has made possible 
lens term schools in Hancock, Putnam, 
Gwinnett and Habersham counties, pat- 
rons of the schools in these counties hav- 
ing duplicated the gifts of the board, 

The Higher Institutions. 


A summary furnished at the office 2f 
the state school commissioner states that 
Professor Merritt’s report shows that the 
institutions for higher learning in the 
state are in a prosperous cdéndition, as is 
exhibited by increase in attendance and 
interest. The request of the State Nor- 
nal schoo! for means to equip the school 
for 300 pupi's fs indorsed. In connection 
with the work of this school, reference is 
made to the faithful work done by Cap- 
tain S. D. Bradwell, the first president 
of the schoo? . ; 

The report indorses the work of model 
schocls in Geotgia, making special ref- 
erence to the Sand Hill school in Carroll 
county. This school is unique. The prin- 
cipal of the school has rented a dwelling 
and farm near the school building. The 
dwelling is ured for additional school 
room. Thirty acres of the farm are cul- 
tivated by the mules which are used to 
convey pupils to and from the school. 
Ninety acres of the. farm are sub-rented. 
The rent of the mules and the expense 
of feecing them will be met by the profits 
of the farm. ; 

Professor Merritt indorses the work of 
orptanages throughout the state, these. 
however, not being under state control. 
He states that the work of the reforma- 
tory of Fuitun county is being watched 
with interest and suggests that if reform- 
atories of this kind have a tendency to 
lessen idleness and vagrancy the state 
cannot’ too soor establish one for whitcs 


and one for régroes. 
Commissioners To Give More Time. 


He makes a special appeal for careful 
supetvision of schools throughout the 
state and suggests that county 
might well require more of the time of 
commissioners in order to secure better 
supervision. The test questions recently 


th to sixth grades were a test of 
ae meets by establishing the fact that 
different work is doné in communities 
where there are exactly the same length 
of term and the same equipment for work. 
He suggests that these test questions will 
accomplish something toward grading 


schools. 
Indorses McMichael Bill. 

Professor Merritt indorses the McMI- 
chael bill looking to the extension of lo- 
cal school systems among the counties 
of the state. Under the present condi- 
tions it is almost impossible to secure 
local school systems for counties. He 
states that good schools will induce im- 
migration. One of the first questions 
asked by those who would like to locate 
in Georgia is, ‘““What kinds of schools 
have the people of that section?” if the 
people of the state do not provide good 
common schools, and efficient high 
schools, instead of redping a harvest of 
immigration the state wiil suffer from 
emigration. 

He states that considering the fact 
that @ measure was pending in the gen- 
eral assembly. to appoint a text-book 
commission to investigate and report 
upon the matter of supplying text-books,. 
and that owing to the uncertainty as to 
what legislation would be voted in re- 
gard to text-books for the common 
schools, the commissioner recommended 
early in the year that no new contracts 
be made by county boards whose con- 
tracts were expiring. This recommenda- 
tion was indorsed by members of the 
state board and with the exception of 
three or four counties the county boards 
of education have acted on the sugges- 


The commissioner advises that the gen- 
eral assembly appoint a commission to 
investigate and report upon the ns 
and methods of supplying text- in 
other states. 

Resolutions of Officials. 


The resolutions adopted at a recent 
meeting of the county school officials of 
the state are presented to the general 
assembly. These are: 

(a) That the general assembly author- 
ize county boards of education to apply 
not more than 1 per cent of the county 
funds in each county to assist in secur- 
ing libraries.

BANKER O’NEAL IS RELEASED 


Pensacola Man’s Case Heard Yester- 
day by ‘Judge 
Pardee. 

William C. O'Neal, the rich Pensacola, 
Fla., banker, sent to jail in his home 
city as a result of a sensational cutting 
affray, was yesterday released.on a writ 
of habeas corpus signed in Atlanta by 
Judge Don A. Pardee. 

O'Neal had cut* Adolph Greenhut, a 
wealthy wholesale merchant, while the 
latter was discharging ‘his duties As trus- 
tee in a bankruptcy case. This wound 
inflicted on Greenhut was so severe as to 
prevent: him from further attendance to 
his trustee’s duties and Judge Charlies 
Swayne. of the United States district 
court, .decided that O'Neal had placed 
himself in contempt of court and sentenc- 
ed him to sixty days in the county jail. 

W. A. Blount was at once employed as 
attorney for O'Neal and he set out for 
Atlanta immediately, bearing a writ of 
habeas corpus to present to Judge Pardee 
‘here. Mr. Blount arrived in Atlanta yes- 
terday morning and met Judge Pardee 
when the latter came to his chambers. 
Judge Pardee signed the writ and made 
it returnable before him next October, or- 
dering O'Neal released on bond din the 
meantime. é

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Council Tables Charler and Re- 
quests Posiponement 


Committee of Forty-Nine Is Said To 
Be Favorable to Postponement 
and May Join Coun- 
cil in Its Request to 
General Assembly. 


The city charter prepared by the char- 
ter revision committee of fifteen was laid 
upon the table by council during the ses- 
sion of yesterday afternoon, 

City Attorney James L. Mayson will, 
for council, request the general assem- 
bly of the state to take no action upon 
the question of charter revision during 
the present session. 

The charter committee of forty-nine, of 
which Sudge Gedrge Hillyer is chairman, 
may jpin council in this request for a 
postponement until the next session of all 
questions affecting the revision of the 
charter of Atlanta. ¥ | 

It appears very probable that all pro- 
posed charters and all questions relat- 
ing to them will be laid upon the table 
for twelve months, with the full con- 
sent of all who are interested in them. 

During the session of council yesterday 
afternoon Councilman James E. Warren, 
in speaking in favor of his motion to re- 
quest the legislature to defer action, said, 
among other things: 


Councilman Warren Talks. 


“T have every reason to believe that 
if we do this this afternoon the charter 
committee of forty-nine will consent ta 
the arrangement and will allow the ques- 
tion of charter revision to rest ustil next 
year.” 

An interview which appears to be sig- 
nificant was secured from Judge Hillyer. 
who has been a leading spirit in the 
matter of charter revision, @irectly af- 
ter the session of council. He declined 
to deny that he favored postponement, 
saying that he was not ready to com- 
mit himself to either side of the ques- 
tion. until after he had given it some 
study. ’ 

‘Council did not discuss the charter sub- 
mitted by the committee of fifteen yes- 
terday afternoon. It was not read. Af- 
ter Judge John L. Hopkins had been 
heard from. council laid the new charter 
on the table and shortly afterwards ad- 
journed. 

Councilman W. H. Terrell presented the 
report to council and in doing so moved 
that Judge John L. Hopkins be heard 
at once because of his desire to leave 
for his home in Mount Airy yesterday on 
an early afternoon train. . 

Judge Hopkins accepted council's invi- 
tation to speak. 

He spoke in favor. of having members 
of department Woards elected by the 
people. He referréd to the fact that.the 
election of ministerial officers of the city 
had been taken from council and given 
to the people. 

Good Men Will Scramble. 

“Good men,” said Judge Hopkins, in 
speaking of probable candidates for 
boards undér the proposed new system. 
“will enter into a scramble for office, and 
I prove it by producing in the flesh every 
man of you.” 

He spoke of the fact that the board 
members would be selected during the 
general. primary and said that there 
would, therefore, be no additional labor 


‘on the people, while the fact that there 


would be more candidates would result 
in the casting of more votes. 

“The safety of the city,” he declared. 
“Hes in large votes on election days.” 

Councilman J. E. Warren answered 
Judge Hopkins. 

“Tt is not a lack of confidence in the 
people,” he declared. 

He moved that the charter lie on the 
table for one year. 

Councilman Holland seconded the mo- 
tion. , 

Alderman Girardeau suggested that the 
charter simply lie on the table for an 
indefinite period, and Councilman Warren 
amended his motion. 

Councilman Amorous called attention 
to the fact that a proposed charter is 
now pending in the legislature, and he 
suggested that some action be: taken by 
council regarding that matter. 

Councilman Warren stated that he in- 
tended making a motion covering that 
point and the vote was therefore taken 
upon the motion of Councilman Warren 
to place the charter on the table, result- 
ing as follows: 

Ayes—Aldermen Pierce, Woodward, 
Longino and Girardeau, and Councilmen 
Harwell, Winn, Hynds, Warren, Holland, 
Styron and Smith—1L 

Noes—Alderman Inman and Councilmen 
Terrell, Breitenbucher, Key and Amorous 
— Dv. 

Alderman Terry and Councilmen Beck, 
Turner and Stephens were absent. 

The motion to table was therefore car- 
ried. 

Alderman Inman at once moved to ad- 
journ ana it appeared that council would 
be caught napping. There was some con- 
fusion about the vote and the roll was 
therefore cailed, resulting in the three 
votes to adjourn and thirteen votes 
against adjournment. — 

Councilman Warren moved that the 
city attorney go before the legislature 
and request for the city that the charter 
bill be not acted upon this year. Coun- 
cilman Amorous presented a resolution 
setting forth that no revision of the char- 
ter fs needed at this time, but he consent- 
ed to withdraw it before it had been 
voted upon. 

The motion of Councilman Warren was 
adopted without further discussion, only 
Councilman Terrell’s voice being heard 
in the negative. After thus putting its 
disapproval upon the charter of the com- 
mittee of fifteen council adjourned.

An 
American and an English Literature will 
also be required for reference. Harkness’ 
Complete Latin Grarmar has been chang- 
ed to West's. A change has also been 
made from Goodwin's Greek Grammar 
to Babbitt’s, and another change has been 
made from Collar and Daniel's Greek 
Prose to Pearson's. Dodd and Tuttle's 
Latin Prose will take the place of Col- 
lar’s Prose. A» change has been made 
from Wentworth’s Advanced Arithmetic 
to Well’s Academic. Hall’s Algebra was 
retained, though the faculty also recom- 
mended a change here, too. Murray’? 
Physical Geography will be replaced by 
Gilbert and Brigham’s.

CHANGES IN SCHEDULES. 


Central Will Put New Schedules Into 
Effect on Sunday, 
Jyne 28. 

The Central railroad will make several 
schedule changes to take effect Sun- 
day morning, the 28th instant.

mail schedule from New York. A, sleep- 
ing car was put on between Albany and 
Atlanta, leaving here at 1:40 a. m., pas- 
sengers being enabled to take the sleeper 
in the Atlanta depot at 10 o’colck at night. 
The schedule is said to have more than 
met expectations and the sleeping car ia 
regularly patronized in a most\ liberal 
manner.

Mr. Collier state that 
it is their belief that he failed to pro- 
vide for the disposition of his property 
after his death. It is said that all effort 
to lecate such a document has been fu- 
tile. and that though a close search has 
been made for the paper, it has not been 
found. 

Gcorge Westmoreland, ‘of Westmore- 
land Bros., Mr. Collier’s attorneys, yes- 
terday declined to enter into a discussion 
of the matter.

New Orleans Soon Sent a 20-Point 
Advance for September, and 
New York Responded Fully. 
Heavy Realizing Sale 
Broke Market. 


———~_ 


New York, June 2%.—The cotton mar- 
kat opened easy at a decline of 10 points 
to an advance of 1 point, the declines be- 
ing in the nearby positions, which were 
influenced by the lower cables and liqui- 
dation, while the new crop months were 
Bustained by the indifferent weather and 
‘unfavorable nature of crop advices. For 
a brief interval the market hung fire 
with the trade apparently waiting for 
gome indication as to the position of the 
leaders. This was saon forthcoming, 
and the September in New Orleans shot 
up about 29 points in a few minutes, with 
the new months here following. July, 
which had opened at 12.90 and sold down 
on the call to 12.87, was back to 13.08 with- 
in ten minutes after the call was com- 
pleted, while August was rushed from 
12.71 to 12.99 and September from 11.70 
to 11.94, with the later months showing 
great activity and firmness. On the ad- 
vance it was stated that there was stil! 
a large outstanding short interest in the 
summer options. For a time the shorts 
were urgent buyers. The market natu- 
rajly had periods of lessened activity and 
firmness, but setbacks were compara- 
tively slight until July had sold even 
with its previous best price—13.09—and 
August reaching 12.93 and September 11.99 
had touched new high records for the 
season. Then realizing became more in- 
sistent, bull support was apparently with- 
drawn and it was again reported that 
a ‘settlement had been effected with 
the more important interests in the sum- 
mer months and many in the room again 
went short. In the last hour the realiz- 
ing was very heavy, with September 
showing particular weakness, closing at 
11.75, a loss of 24 points from the best 
of the morning. The other months were 
met 5 points lower to 8 points higher 
and the tone of the market was finally 
barely steady. Sales were estimated at 
700,000 bales. 


Review of the New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, June 2%.—The spot cot- 
ton market continues quiet and offer- 
Ings light. Prices are very firm. Most 
of the cotton here is controlled by the 
bull clique, and is only sold for export 
to the continent or to mills direct for 
consumption. They are taking precau- 
tions to prevent the cotton they are now 
selling from coming back to plague 
them. 

Futures at the opening were steady at 
about last evening’s closing level. The 
Jongs were in complete control, and soon 
after the opening sent prices up witha 
rush.

Because this fact is attested to by the 
physicians who have been brought in 
contact with his case, Governor Terrell 
has granted this one-time famous At- 
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GIP SOUTH, 
Who Was Pardoned Yesterday by 
Governor Terrell. 
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lanta youth a release from the peniten- 
tilary. , 

The formal order commutes his sen- 
tence to present service. This does not 
mean a pardon, but it means freedom 
and, what Gip has prayed for, the op- 
portunity to die at his home. 

Gip’s four-year term of service was 
scheduled to expire, in the natural order 
of things, on the 23d of August of this 
year. He was sentenced to a four-year 
term in the penitentiary at the spring 
term of the Fulton superior court, 1900, 
and the allowance for good behavior 
would leave him not quite two months 
to serve. His case was recently pre- 
sented to the prison commission which, 
after hearing the reports of the physi- 
cian at the state prison farm, recom- 
mended commutation for these reason?: 

He appears to be, from the written 
report of the physician in charge, in 
the last stage of pulmonary tubercu- 
losis and cannot live but a few 
months longer. His life may be pro- 
longed a short while by his release. 

What the Doctor Says. 

Dr. Adams, physician in charge of the 
state prison farm, writes that Gip came 
to the farm in April suffering from pul- 
monary tuberculosis. @or a few weeks 
there was. some slight improvement in 
his condition, and Dr. Adams was hope- 
ful of recovery. However, for the past 
six weeks his condition has grown from 
bad to worse in spite of all that could 
be done for him. The disease is ad- 
vancing rapidly—so rapidly, in fact, that 
the physician expresses tHe opinion that 
he will probably not live longer than a 
few months and indeed a fatal termina- 
tion within a few weeks would not be 
a surprise. 

Dr. Adams writes: ‘“‘He has never at 
any time protested his innocence to me, 
and on. Saturday came to me with tears 
in his eyes and, admitting his guilt and 
his general bad character, promised faith- 
fully to be a better mmn, and asked that 
I ask you to allow him his freedom be- 
fore his death.’’ 

Dr. Adams adds that during his ac- 
quaintance with South he has learned 
to think that he is a reformed man, and 
should life be his, he would make a good 
citizen.

A Spanish War Veteran. 

Gip was 19 years of age when he com- 
mitted the crime which sent him to the 
penitentiary. This was the theft of some 
hams, valued at $6, from a Central rail- 
road car. It was claimed in ‘his behalf 
that he was mentally unbalanced, but 
the proof against him, taken in connec- 
tion with his previous record, caused 
Judge Candler to give him a four-year 
sentence. An effort to have him either 
pardoned or sent to the insane asylum 
was made in 1901, but failed. 

The papers filed in his behalf establish 
the interesting fact that Gip is a veteran 
of the Spanish war, he having enlisted 
in Captain Yancey Carter’s company of 
Ray’s alleged immunes under the name 
of Gibson Johnson. He has discharge 
papers which show that he was let out 
at Santiago upon the grourids of physical 
disability. Physicians’ certificates tend- 
ing to’establish his being a moral degen- 
erate, afflicted especially with klepto- 
mania, were filed in connection with the 
1901 application, but as-stated they -were 
ineffective. All of these things were, 
however, considered: bythe prison com- 
mission and cut a figure in the final 
recommendation for commutation based 


principally upon the recommendation of 
the physician at the stdte farm. 

So Gip will come home to Atlanta and 
—unless the diagnosis of the medical men 
is wrong—to an early death. —
